3. I have approximately 31 years of bow hunting 
experience. I an what is commonly considered a Trophy Hunter. 

4. One significant problem in successfully hunting 
wildlife, such as deer, is effectively eliminating, or covering up 
human odor. Once a deer smells a human, the deer will become 
"spooked" and run from the area. 

5. Through my years of hunting, I have become familiar 
with the several available products to cover up or absorb human 
odor. 

6. In the past, I have experimented with various ways 
of containing human odor while hunting such as wearing a swim cap. 
I have also investigated use of other odor containing suits such

In my hunting and extensive testing 
since September 5, 1992, no deer has been spooked by my scent while 
I have been wearing the odor- absorbing suit. 

10. There has been a long felt need for an. effective 
means for controlling hiunan odor in the hunting industry. The ALS 
Enterprises, Inc. odor-absorbing suit effectively reduces the human 
odor or "signature** to a point where deer .ire not alarmed. The 
ALS Enterprises, Inc. odor-absorbing suit is a significant 
improvement in the hunting industry.
